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Company Commander Tells 
Of Schine's Army Treatment 


Training at 
Ft. Dix Told 
By Captain 


He Winds Up Good 
Soldier; McCarthy 
Didn't Interfere 
WASHINGTON (R)~ Pvt. 


G. David Schine's company 
commander ,testified 
today 


Schine took -New Year's leave 
from Ft. Dix, N. J., in viola- 
tion of instructions but 'was 
allowed .to remain at home 
after Roy Conn telephoned 
th'e fort. 


Capt. Joseph J. M. Miller said 


he reported, Schine as "absent 
without leave"" but that no dis- 
ciplinary action was taken against 
Schine, and Schine's 'service rec- 
ord docs not show he was AWOL. 


During his testimony Miller also 


said he never gave any "prefer- 
ential treatment" to Schine, and 
that neither Sen. McCarthy nor 
any 
of McCarthy's aides ever 


asked him to do so. 


Tells Of "Offer" 


Miller's story of the New Year's 


incident capped earlier testimony 
that -Schine once' apparently tried 
to offer him a trip to FlorMa, 
and also told him he was in the 
service "to remake the American 
military establishment along mod- 
ern lines." 


Miller said he had scheduled 


Schine for guard duty Dec. 31 and 
had specifically instructed him he 
was not to leave the post without 
Miller's authority. Miller said he 
also had advised Schine that be- 
cause Schine had a Christmas 
pass, he would not be entitled to 
a pass for New Year's Day. 


He said Schine signed out of the 


fort on a pass to New York as of 
11:30 a.m., but that actually • he 
had left prior to 10 M5 a.m. when 
the search was begun. 


Miller' said Schine "left without 


authority from me" and this was 
a violation of Schine's orders. He, 
said the arrangement was that all 
passes, for Schine was to clear 
through Miller and Schine -was not 
to l^ave on any other authority. 


' Cohn I'hones ' 


In view of this, Miller said, he 


instructed that a telegram be sent 
to Schine's home directing that 
Schine return to Ft. Dix. 


Miller said 
Roy Cohn, chief 


counsel to the McCarthy subcom- 
mittee, called at 3 o'clock that 
afternoon to say Schine would be 
working on subcommittee business 
"throughout the weekend." 


Miller said Schine had been giv 


en a "pass form" on his first day 
at the post, but this form was 
merely to prove to people off the 
post that Schine . was legally off 
the post. 


Miller said he had instructed 


Schftie that this form in itself was 
not authority for Schine to leave 
Ft. Dix. 


Miller said he had instructed 


Schine not to ask for special favors 
and had instructed the sergeant 
not to grant any.

Admit* He Was Angry 


"I must admit I was angry at 


the time." Miller said. He said as 
he and Schine discussed the inci-

Farmers Plan Campaign to 
Push Sales of Dairy Goods 


MORRISON—(Special)—"If our consumers even^begin to use as 


much milk as good health habits indicate, not only will the surplus din- 
appear, but dairymen will have to begin planning for expanded milk 
production immediately," J. P. Mason, director of dairy marketing for 
the Illinois Agricultural association, said here last night. 


Speaking before about 100 farm 


crs, homcmakcrs and Farm and 
Home Bureau representatives at 
Morrison in the Farm Bureau 
building. Mason indicated that the 
reason for huge surpluses of dairy 
products is that high price supports 
interfere with the laws of supply 
and demand. 


Called Ity IAA 


The meeting, attended by repre- 


sentatives from 10 counties, was 
called by the IAA, the statewide 
Farm Bureau organl7.atlon. to dis- 
cuss local plans for a campaign to 
promote Increased sale of dairy 
products In Illinois. 


Farmers from the counties of 


Ogle, Lee, Whiteslde, Jo Daviess, 
Stcphcnson, Carroll. Henry, Rock 
Island, Mercer and Bureau were 
present at the dairy promotion 
meeting. 


"High price supports' and high 


storage stocks in government hands 
can only lead to production con- 
trols and inefficient farming," Ma- 
son said. "We wiH have to decide 
what we can do to help.put into 
effect the law of supply and, de- 
mand. 


"If we would increase butter 


consumption two pounds per per- 
son, per year we would have no 
problem. Or if one person out of 
four would drink one more glass 
of milk per day, we would have no 
surplus problem." Mason told the 
gathering that only one .fourth of 
adults are regular milk drinkers, 
and half the adult population sel- 
dom or never drinks milk. 


"Enormous Market" 


• "Here Is an enormous, unfilled 
market," he added. 


"Milk furnishes the American 


family with one of the highest qua- 
lity foods at a price that is low 
when compared to other protein 
foods! Mifk and dairy foods furnish 
66 per cent of the calcium intake of 
adults for only J6 per cent of the 
total food cost. Adults also get 24 
per cent'of their pr,otcin from dairy 
foods at the same low percentage 
of cost," he said. 


"The 
hour of decision is at 


hand," Mason concluded. "We can 
no longer ignore the situation and 
just hope It will automatically clear 
itself. If we depend upon govern- 
ment purchases to keep our price 


the family farmi that we 


have worked so hard to develop 
will soon have no value left, be- 
cause that farm is valuable only 
an long as the crops produced have 
value on the open market."

When the case was heard by

*/nes' lawyer, Welburn Mayock, 
produced an affidavit in which 
Richard R. Cody, a former Immi- 
gration Service worker at Los An- 
geles, swore he had been instruc- 
'ted not to caution Haymes that the 
singer might be ineligible to re- 
sume his residence in the United 
"States, if he left the mainland. 


This,

Patrick J. Connolly said Tuesday 
night that individual members of 
the union had volunteered to mort- 
gage their homes to pay the fine. 
The ILA's cash has shrunk to a 
$12.000 bank account, and even 
that has been attached by the gov- 
ernment in a move to assure pay- 
ment of the fine.

"When, after 30 years of service 


in the Dixon public schools, the 
board of education demanded my 
resignation, I naturally assumed 
that said board represented the 
will of the public which had elected 
it. Not having, at the time, evi- 
dence to the contrary, J felt Uiat 
perhaps my service had not met 
public approval and that it was the 
will of that public, expressed 
through the board of education, 
that my services were no longer 
desired in Dixon. Having a pro- 
found faith in democracy and not 
wishing to discredit our schools 
with a bitter tenure fight, I turned 
in my resignation. At the time of 
this demanded resignation, I*was 
concerned over my physical condi- 
tion and in no mood to enter into 
such a fight. Fortunately, a thor- 
ough physical check-up has com- 
pletely removed that concern. 


"Since my resignation the re- 


sponse of my faculty and the stu- 
dent body; the scores of telephone 
calls and letters and the signa-' 
lures of almost 3,000 taxpayers and 
school patrons of Dixon to date, 
have led me to feel that the public 
does approve of my service in 
Dixon. Education is my life work; 
Dixon is my home, and here, in 
education, 1 believe I could render 
greater service than in any other 
work in any other place. Because 
of the heart warming vote of con- 
fidence given me by the citizens of 
Dixon, I would be very happy to 
continue my service in the Dixon 
high school if it is the will of the 
people and the opportunity ia af- 
forded me."

It is strange to American ears 


to hear Burmese leadeis in public 
speeches denouncing the United 
States as a colonial power. The 
violent attacks are all against 
America. Privately, Burmese will 
admit that this is because there is 
nothing immediate to fear from 
Americans. There is Irom China. 


Part of this anti-Americanism— 


and it is largely a superficial sen- 
timent—stems from thp presence 
in Burma of Chinese Nationalist 
troops, for which Burma leaders 
blame the Americans. The troops 
escaped across Burma's 'rentier 
when the Communists won China's 
mainland. 


"America was at leajt indirectly 


responsible," a government leader 
told me, "because the KMT (Kuo-

University of Illinois college of 
veterinary medicine of things to 
do to help you prevent livestock 
poisonings thi3 spring: 


Cover your salt troughs. Salt 


brine is poisonous to swine. 


Pick up your old nitrate fertilizer 


sacks. Cattle can be poisoned if 
they chew on them. 


Keep rat poisons and grasshop- 


per baits out of reach of livestock 
as well as children. 


Don't feed seed grain that has 


been treated with mercury or arse- 
nic compounds. 


Check with your veterinarian be- 


fore you put your animals on pas- 
tures you have sprayed with weed 
killers like 2, 4-D and 2, 4, 5-T. 
These 
chemicals 
can 
cause 


changes in some plants that will 
make them poisonous. 


Use the wettable powder forms 


of lindane. chlordane, methoxy- 
chlor or DDT as livestock insecti- 
cides. The oil forms are poison- 
ous. 


Keep your animals off fields 


that you have sprayed with new 
organic 
phosphate 
insecticides 


(like parathion) for a few days. 


Use non-lead paint on your bam, 


fences and gates to avoid lead 
poisoning. Keep livestock away 
from surfaces painted with lead 
paint. Pick up your paint buckets 
and old batteries so that your cat- 
tle can't get at them. Keep live- 
stock out of the orchard while you 
are spraying with lead arsenate, 
and don't let the chemical collect 
on grass or ponds. 


Use lubricating greases 
that 


don't contain chlorinated naphtha- 
lenes. These chemicals can caus<$ 
hyperkeratosis (X-disease) in cat- 
tle.

Radio Hams 
Experiment 
With Relay 


ALBUQUERQUE Wl— The first 


official attempt to span the conti- 
nent by amateur radio relay on 
two meters is scheduled Saturday 
and Sunday and New Mexico hams 
apparently hold the key to suc- 
cess. 


In a manner reminiscent of the 


early days of radio, messages will 
be passed from station to station 
all across the country. It's never 
been done on the two-meter ama- 
teur band—a very high frequency 
band where transmissions are nor- 
mally limited to a relatively short 
distance. 


"The toughest p l a c e to cross 


is the Arizona-New Mexico-Texas 
Panhandle stretch." said A. David 
Middleton, one of the leaders in 
the project. "Towering mountains 
and the distance between the com- 
munities pose particular 
prob- 


lems," he said. 


The project was conceived by 


the Two Meter and Down Club of 
Los . Angeles. The Albuquerque 
VHF club and similar organiza- 
tions and individuals all across the 
country will take part. 


At opposite ends of the relay 


are the headquarters of the Los 
Angeles club and the headquarters 
of 
the American Radio 
Relay 


League in West Hartford, Conn. 


The ARRL is a national organi- 


zation of hams formed 40 years 
ago to handle Just such relays as 
this. 


The average two meter signal 


will travel between 100 and 200 
miles. An unofficial practice relay 
attempted last Sunday failed when 
the messages going both ways 
bogged, down as. the result of 
weather conditions which inter- 
fered with reception at Amarillo 
and Sandia Crest, east of Albu- 
querque. 


They'll' try it again this week 


with several added stations. 


"The day might come when a 


two-meter relay across the coun- 
try could prove a lifesaver in get- 
ting an i m p o r t a n t message 
through," Middleton said.
